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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Hon.  HILLER  LUTHER,  General  Agent  and  Secretary  of 
the  State  Boabd  of  Public  Chabities  of  Pennsylvania  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Danville, 
present  to  you  as  required  by  the  act  establishing  the  State  Board 
of  Public  Charities  their  Annual  Report,  which  on  the  present  occa¬ 
sion  is  also  their  first  report  of  the  operations  of  the  hospital  for 
the  year  ending  with  the  3Uth  of  September,  1874. 

The  members  of  the  board  met  at  the  hospital  on  the  3d  of  De¬ 
cember  of  last  year,  the  day  agreed  upon  for  the  purpose,  and  more 
than  half  their  number  being  present  they  organized  and  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  law,  established  the  necessary  By-Laws  and  Regulations 
and  made  settlement  with  the  Commissioners,  who  were  appointed 
to  build  the  hospital.  They  also  received  from  them,  through  Dr. 
Curwen  who  as  their  Secretary  represented  them,  the  transfer  of  all 
the  property  real  and  personal  of  the  hospital,  and  entered  generally 
upon  the  management  and  direction  of  the  concerns  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  number 
of  patients  in  the  building  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-sis  of  whom 
one  hundred  and  seven  were  males  and  fifty-nine  females ;  at  its  end 
there  were  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  whom  one  hundred  and 
forty-one  were  males  and  ninety-seven  females,  showing  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  males  to  be  thirty-one  and  of  females  thirty-eight. 
Of  the  admissions  fourteen  men  and  twenty-three  women  were  from 
the  hospital  at  Harrisburg.  Tire  natural  increase  of  the  population 
would  be  therefore  seventeen  men  and  fifteen  women.  The  imme¬ 
diate  future  will  hardly  see  much  diminution  in  this  increase,  and  in 
deciding  when  further  provision  is  to  be  made  it  will  be  important 
not  to  overlook  it.  The  male  wards  are  at  present  accommodating 
twenty  more  patients  than  it  was  ever  intended  should  be  put  in 
them.  While  the  excellent  arrangements  for  ventilation  make  this 
practicable,  it  increases  the  liability  to  accident,  and  is  to  be  toler- 
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ated  only  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils.  If  adequate  funds  are  provided 
in  another  twelve  months  the  building  now  being  put  under  roof 
can  be  made  ready  for  use  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  male  patients 
find  room  in  it.  This  will  give  relief  for  the  crowded  male  wards.*- 

While  on  the  female  side  there  is  not  the  same  urgency  for  room 
at  present,  the  annual  increase  above  referred  to  makes  it  clear  that 
it  will  exist  long  before  the  remaining  portion  of  the  female  wing 
can  be  got  ready  for  use,  and  that  no  time  should  therefore  be  lost 
in  erecting  it.  Additional  reasons  for  proceeding  immediately  with 
the  work  are  the  present  absence  of  all  adequate  means  for  classifi¬ 
cation  ;  the  impossibility  of  constructing  airing  courts,  and  thereby 
giving  to  those  who  for  various  reasons  cannot  accompany  the 
walking  parties  beyond  the  premises  the  benefits  of  outdoor  air,  and 
the  advantage  of  securing  all  the  necessary  building  stone  before  the 
lease  on  the  quarry  from  which  the  stone  must  be  obtained,  expires. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  the  present  year  towards  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  north  wing  of  the  building  for  patients,  much  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  grading,  road  making,  paving  with  brick 
and  flag  around  the  engine  house  and  between  that  and  the  main 
structure.  A  two-story  carriage  house  and  stable  has  also  been 
erected,  and  a  one-story  building,  with  a  cellar  for  the  storage  of 
roots  and  other  vegetables  with  room  on  the  first  floor  for  gardener’s 
tools,  seeds,  for  threshing  and  other  work.  These  are  both  substan¬ 
tially  constructed  of  stone  and  roofed  with  slate. 

The  farm  buildings  are  situated  in  front  of  the  hospital  and  en¬ 
tirely  too  close  to  be  allowed  permanently  to  remain  there.  The 
farmer's  house  is  hardly  inhabitable  and  is  beyond  repair.  The  bain 
also  must  necessarily  be  supplied  with  a  new  roof  within  a  few  years. 
As  the  buildings  will  all  have  to  be  removed  ultimately  to  a  new 
location,  it  will  be  economy  to  make  this  change  before  anything  has 
been  expended  for  improvements  which  can  only  be  of  temporary  use. 

When  the  hospital  came  under  our  care,  we  found  that  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  who  had  charge  of  its  erection  had  given  very  proper 
and  necessary  instructions  to  the  Superintendent,  to  make  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on  the  north  wing,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  those  instructions  have  been  faithfully 
carried  out  and  the  work  is  in  such  a  state  of  progress  that  it  will 
be  roofed  in  by  the  middle  of  November. 

All  the  work  on  the  north  wing  and  all  other  work  done  during 
the  past  year  has  been  under  the  direction  of  overseers  and  all  paid 


for  by  the  clay  and.  it  has  been  so  well  done,  at  less  cost  than  it  could 
have  been  by  contract,  that  we  see  no  reason  for  changing  in  the 
future  and  have  directed  the  Superintendent  to  continue  the  work 
as  heretofore. 

The  Trustees  at  their  meeting  in  July,  gave  the  Superintendent 
directions  to  insure  the  hospital  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  which  has  been  done. 

The  income  of  the  hospital  last  year  has  been  as  follows :

On  account  of  the  building  operations  the  Superintendent  received 
$113,352  23  all  of  which  has  been  expended  except  a  balance  of 
$13  G5. 

We  deem  it  but  just  before  closing  this  report  to  express  our  high 
appreciation  of  the  marked  ability,  energy  and  faithfulness  with 
which  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  S.  S.  Schultz,  has  discharged  all  his 
duties.  The  perfect  order  in  which  the  great  establishment  is  kept 
bears  testimony  to  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  Stewart, 
Matron  and  Attendants ;  in  fact  we  have  seen  nothing  in  the  action 
of  any  person  in  the  employ  of  the  Hospital  authorities  to  censure. 

The  mechanics  and  laborers  employed  on  the  new  wing  have  dis¬ 
charged  their  duties  faithfulty  and  efficiently  as  the  work  abund¬ 
antly  testifies. 

We  respectfully  ask  your  Board  to  recommend  appropriations  for 
this  Hospital  as  follows  :

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Danville,  Pa.: 

The  By-Laws  which  under  act  of  the  Legislature  you  have  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  government  of  the  Hospital  make  it  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  to  present  to  you  at  your  “annual  meeting  a  full  and 
detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  hospital  during  the  year 
ending  on  the  30th  of  September  preceecling,  with  tabular  state¬ 
ments  of  the  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  of  the  condition  of 
the  hospital  with  such  other  observations,  as  he  may  deem  useful  or 
interesting.”  In  compliance  with  this  requirement,  as  also  the  act 
creating  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  I  submit  herewith  my  second 
annual  report  with  its  appended  statistical  tables. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  was  one  hundred  and  seven  (107)  males  and  fifty-nine  (59)  fe¬ 
males.  Of  these  forty-five  (45)  were  supported  by  their  friends  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  (121)  by  the  public  authorities.  The  ad¬ 
missions  were  eighty  four  (84)  males  and  sixty-eight  (68)  females. 
I  lie  total  number  under  treatment  was  therefore  one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  (191)  males  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (127)  fe¬ 
males.  Total  three  hundred  and  eighteen  (318).  The  discharges 
were  fifty  (50)  men  and  thirty  (30)  women,  leaving  the  number  under 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year,  one  hundred  and  forty-one  (141) 
males  and  ninety-seven  (97)  females  :  total  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  (238).  Of  this  number  thirty-two  (32)  males  and  twenty  (20) 
females  are  supported  by  their  friends  and  one  hundred  and  nine 
(109)  males  and  seventy-seven  (77)  females  by  the  public  authorities. 
( )f  the  discharges,  thirteen  (13)  men  and  eight  (8)  women  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  lie  restored,  eleven  (11)  men  and  nine  (9)  women,  improved; 
fifteen  (15)  men  and  seven  (7)  women  stationary,  and  eleven  (11) 
men  and  (6)  women  died.  The  percentage  of  deaths  on  the  daily 
average  of  inmates  was  a  little  over  eight  and  one-half  (81). 
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Next  to  the  proposition  that  insanity  is  a  mental  symptom  of  a 
material  or  bodily  disease,  whose  proper  care  requires  a  peculiar 
treatment,  one  ©f  the  elements  of  which  in  many  cases  is  separation 
from  friends  and  various  degrees  of  restraint  in  an  hospital,  nothing 
is  so  well  established  as  the  truth  that  the  prospect  of  cure  is  great¬ 
ly  dependent  on  the  duration  of  the  disease  when  proper  treatment 
begins.  If  the  voluminous  and  elaborate  statistics  which  have  been 
accumulating  in  hospitals  for  three  quarters  of  a  century  prove  any- 
thing  it  is  that  the  probabilities  of  any  cure  being  effected  are  dimin¬ 
ished  with  every  week  that  elapses  without  proper  treatment  being 
carried  out.  Many  questions  connected  with  the  subject  of  insanity 
admit  of  differences  of  opinion  among  those  even  of  largest  experi- 
ence  and  most  faithful  research.  From  the  same  statistical  tables 
contradictory  principles  are  deduced  by  conscientious  students. 
Hardly  two  men  could  be  found  to  agree  as  to  the  precise  amount 
of  influence  any  particular  cause  has  had  in  the  production  of  insan¬ 
ity,  or  remedy  in  its  cure.  While  this  diversity  of  view  embraces  so 
many  features  of  the  disease — its  absence  here  as  elsewhere  would 
show  ignorance  rather  than  knowledge — here  is  one  point  on  which 
all  agree.  All  writers,  all  statistics  unite  in  pouring  forth  one  un 
interrupted  stream  of  testimony  to  the  effect  that  the  hope  of  cure 
daily  diminishes  as  the  disease  becomes  older.  If  the  proper  treat 
ment  is  instituted  to-day,  the  patient  may  get  well,  if  it  is  put  off 
till  to-morrow,  it  may  be  too  late.  No  one  may  venture  to  say  what 
fatal  midnight  hour  in  the  progress  of  the  disease  shall  mark  the 
dividing  line  between  the  blessings  of  mental  health  and  the  sorrow¬ 
ful  doom  of  a  hopeless  insanity.  It  is  not  meant  of  course  that  every 
case  will  recover  if  the  best  treatment  that  science  can  suggest  is 
applied  within  the  year,  and  that  none  can  be  restored  in  whom  it  is 
postponed  beyond  the  twelve-month ;  but  it  is  claimed  to  be  true  of 
the  great  majority  of  cases.  A  certain  number  of  the  insane  are 
from  the  outset  of  their  ailment  hopelessly  doomed.  Either  from 
the  peculiarity  of  their  constitution,  or  the  inherent  nature  of  the 
disease  no  cure  is  known,  even  if  one  exists  and  the  victim  is  fatally 
bound  to  his  ruinous  destiny.  In  these  the  first  evidence  of  disease 
may  be  of  a  character  clearly  to  show  that  there  is  no  hope,  or  its 
desperate  nature  may  be  revealed  only  after  months  or  years  of  effort 
to  cure. 

At  the  opposite  extreme  there  is  another  class  of  cases  in  whom 
the  disease  has  such  a  feeble  hold  that  recovery  will  sooner  or  later 
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take  place,  in  whatever  circumstances  the  person  be  situated  so  they 
be  not  decidedly  injurious.  Either  the  constitution  is  so  strong  or 
the  disease  so  mild  that  strongly  adverse  influences  are  needed  to 
make  the  issue  at  last  unfavorable. 

On  the  broad  field  that  lies  between  these  two  extremes  no  doubt 
the  great  majority  of  cases  are  found ;  and  these  are  such  as  are 
amenable  to  timely  treatment  and  in  whom  the  question  whether 
they  shall  be  restored  to  reason  and  usefulness  or  sink  into  hopeless 
fatuity  and  become  a  burden  is  decided  by  influences  which  are  with¬ 
in  our  control.  If  they  are  in  time  withdrawn  from  the  causes  which 
are  known  to  aggravate  or  cause  the  disease  and  subjected  to  a 
soothing  and  invigorating  treatment,  they  will  get  well.  If  by  the 
stress  of  their  lot  in  life,  or  through  ignorance  or  neglect  they  are 
permitted  to  remain  the  victims  of  their  evil  surroundings  they  will 
always  remain  under  the  cloud. 

One  would  not  err  much  in  assigning  twenty  out  of  every  hundred 
cases  to  the  first  of  the  three  divisions  here  enumerated.  We  must 
entertain  the  hope  that  this  large  percentage  of  incurable  cases  will 
be  reduced  as  our  knowledge  of  the  disease  and  the  means  of  its 
cure  is  enlarged,  and  this  enlargement  should  be  kept  steadily  in 
view  as  one  of  the  important  functions  of  every  hospital. 

A  considerably  smaller  percentage  will  recover  without  any  treat¬ 
ment  and  even  in  circumstances  indifferently  suited  to  promote 
restoration. 

1  he  remaining  sixty-five  or  seventy  fall  under  the  third  head,  and 
constitute  that  doubtful  class  in  whom  the  stnrggle  between  the 
restorative  forces  of  nature  and  the  destructive  tendencies  of  the 
disease  is  so  evenly  balanced  that  a  little  adventitious  aid  on  either 
side  will  often  give  the  victory.  This  large  number  of  the  insane 
■null  get  well  or  not  according  to  the  treatment  they  are  subjected  to 
and  according  to  the  time  at  which  it  is  commenced,  as  well  as  the 
perseverence  with  which  it  is  applied.  If  they  are  favored  with  suit¬ 
able  medical  and  moral  care  'within  a  few  months  after  the  ailment 
manifests  itself  all  will  recover  ;  every  month  that  this  care  is  post¬ 
poned  the  number  of  recoveries  diminishes  and  after  a  twelve  month 
more  than  three-fourths  become  incurable. 

While  these  three  classes  exist  in  nature,  it  is  very  difficult,  yea 
generally  impossible,  in  any  particular  case  to  draw  the  line.  No 
human  vision  however  sharpened  by  experience  and  research  can 
penetrate  the  future  sufficiently  for  this  purpose.  Those  least  unqual- 
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ified  for  the  undertaking  would  be  the  first  to  shrink  from  it.  And 
though  the  inmates  of  hospitals  are  classified  into  curable  and 
incurable  cases  no  one  attaches  any  importance,  in  such  a  sense,  to 
the  division. 

I  have  introduced  these  remarks  here  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
upon  all  into  whose  hands  this  report  may  come  and  whose  duty  it 
may  at  any  time  be  to  control  the  disposition  of  an  insane  person, 
the  truth  that,  as  this  duty  can  be  discharged  only  by  giving  the 
person  the  best  chances  for  recovery,  these  chances  involve  an  early 
treatment  of  a  peculiar  character,  perseveringly  applied,  which  with 
few  exceptions  is  found  only  in  hospitals,  designed,  organized  and 
managed  with  reference  to  the  one  purpose.  A  few  cases  will  recover 
with  something  else,  but  in  many,  while  this  something  else  what¬ 
ever  it  may  be  is  being  tried,  the  golden  opportunity  is  flittered 
away,  functional  alterations  of  the  brain  are  changed  into  stereotyped, 
fixed  organic  lesions,  and  the  mind  becomes  a  permanent  wreck. 
Where  such  great  interests  are  at  stake,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  part 
of  wisdom  to  do  what  would  be  the  most  likely  to  seciue  them,  and 
not  to  venture  on  the  questionable  coiuse  of  doing  the  least,  that 
may  possibly,  by  a  chance  succeed.  The  former  can  do  no  real  harm, 
the  latter,  not  only  may  but  most  generally  will  lose  everything. 
Objections  to  this  coiuse  are  often  entertained,  based  on  the  real  and 
imaginary  evils  of  the  congregation  of  a  number  of  the  insane  under 
one  roof.  These  have  all  been  examined  and  on  many  occasions  re¬ 
futed  in  detail.  For  the  present  practical  purpose,  the  answers  may 
all  be  condensed  into  one  sentence,  the  truth  of  which  facts  will  not 
permit  to  be  questioned,  that  recoveries  take  place  in  hospitals  which 
cannot  be  obtained  outside,  patients  get  well  here  when  they  do 
nowhere  else. 

Nor  is  it  sufficient  that  suitable  remedies,  medical  and  moral,  be 
instituted  early,  but  they  must  generally  be  continued  for  a  pro¬ 
longed  period,  and  without  unseasonable  interruption  or  interference. 
The  causes  which  produce  insanity  have  mostly  been  for  years  in 
operation.  Many  preliminary  changes  in  the  system  must  here  take 
place,  before  the  disease  is  fairly  developed  and  recognized.  That 
health  maybe  re-established  these  must  be  removed,  and  this  process 
cannot  be  sudden.  Nowhere  in  nature  does  the  building  up  require 
less  time  than  the  tearing  down.  The  ravages  of  the  pestilence  and 
earthquake  are  not  repaired,  if  they  are  ever  fully  repaired  more 
quickly  than  they  have  been  produced.  The  same  may  be  affirmed 
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of  injury  done  to  the  human  brain,  without  whose  healthy  condition 
normal  thought  is  impossible.  If  we  could  adequately  conceive  of 
the  mischief  wrought  by  constant  and  uncontrolled  explosions  of 
violent  passion ;  the  cares  of  life  too  numerous  and  harrassing  to  be 
endured ;  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  body,  and  above  all  the  en- 
tailments  of  an  unfortunate  inheritance,  our  impatience  at  the  slow 
progress  of  restoration,  would  be  more  often  changed  into  wonder 
at  its  taking  place  at  all. 

The  treatment  of  the  insane  has  been  divided  into  moral  and 
medical.  The  latter  may  be  had  everywhere,  and  however  import¬ 
ant  in  itself  and  indispensable  even  it  may  be,  it  needs  to  be  supple¬ 
mented  by  the  former,  which  is  not  only  the  more  difficult,  but 
requires  instrumentalities  not  so  readily  accessible  and  which  must 
have  time  and  other  favorable  conditions  for  their  growth.  To  ob¬ 
tain  the  means  of  diversion  and  instruction,  out  and  in  door  occupa¬ 
tion  takes  money ;  more  imperious  claims  may  force  this  into  other 
channels,  and  years  may  elapse  before  the  driblets  scraped  together 
for  this  purpose,  accumulate  sufficiently  to  equip  a  hospital  even 
moderately.  Patients  require  constant  supervision  in  whatever 
engaged.  Some  need  repression,  the  dormant  faculties  of  others 
must  be  aroused  into  activity ;  the  despondent  encouraged,  and  the 
responsibilities  of  human  life  set  before  the  trifling  in  a  serious  light. 
This  task  will  not  be  even  tolerably  performed  without  much  experi¬ 
ence,  not  to  speak  of  special  original  endowments,  and  such  attain¬ 
ments  or  those  possessing  them  are  not  obtained  to  order,  but  by 
patient  training  and  often  after  much  disappointment.  A  hospital 
is  not  an  architectural  achievement,  but  a  growth,  a  development, 
the  combined  result  of  much  anxious  labor,  and  the  blessings  of 
Heaven.  It  is  not  a  lifeless  mechanism,  but  a  moral  power.  Among 
the  items  of  moral  treatment  thus  far  employed  in  this  hospital 
may  be  mentioned,  labor  in  the  garden,  kitchen,  laundry,  wards, 
workshops,  grounds  and  the  farm  ;  walking  out ;  daily  evening  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  chapel,  and  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  vocal  and  instru¬ 
mental  music  ;  attending  service  in  town ;  concerts  of  music ;  stere- 
optican  exhibitions  ;  instrumental  music  in  the  chapel ;  also  in  the 
wards  with  dancing  ;  reading  of  news — and  illustrated — papers, 
books,  etc.;  pic  nics  in  the  woods  with  the  ordinary  accompaniments 
of  swing  and  lunch.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  persons  who 
were  temporarily  on  the  sick  list,  several  of  the  wards  were  thus 
completely  emptied  into  one  of  the  beautiful  groves  situated  on 


on  the  hospital  farm.  The  greater  number  of  those  in  the  most  excited 
wards  even  were  in  this  manner  treated  on  the  “free  air”  plan.  If  the 
sincere  hope  that  this  hospital  may  be  an  honor  to  the  State  and  a  true 
blessing  to  many  of  its  afflicted  inhabitants  shall  ever  be  fully  real 
ized  it  will  be  greatly  due  to  the  enlargement,  increase  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  these  and  similar  resources  for  what  irf  somewhat  arbitrarily 
called  moral  treatment.  And  any  expenditure  of  money  and  labor 
that  can  be  judiciously  made  in  this  direction  is  a  wise  and  economical 
investment.  However  well  designed  and  admirably  constructed  and 
fail’  in  proportions  a  hospital  may  be,  and  however  scientifically 
drugs  may  be  prescribed  and  administered,  without  a  liberal  supply 
and  use  of  the  appliances  here  under  discussion  it  will  be  merely  a 
place  of  detention,  instead  of  a  home,  and  will  in  a  large  measure 
fail  of  its  end.  It  is  therefore  justly  a  matter  of  congratulation  that 
through  the  enlightened  policy  of  those  who  are  dispensing  the 
bounty  of  the  .State  we  have  been  permitted  in  this  respect  to  make 
so  much  of  a  beginning. 

Though  the  male  wards  are  now  quite  full,  I  hope  by  some  crowd¬ 
ing  it  will  continue  to  be  possible  to  consider  all  proper  applications 
for  admission  favorably.  Before  another  year  has  passed,  the  re¬ 
maining  sections  of  the  north  wing  now  in  the  process  of  construc¬ 
tion  will  be  ready  for  use  and  in  them  two  hundred  and  fifty  addi¬ 
tional  male  patients  can  find  shelter.  Should  it  become  necessary 
before  that  time  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards 
to  discriminate  in  the  admission  of  patients,  the  law  as  it  shall  then 
stand  on  the  statute  books  will  be  enforced.  In  any  system  which 
has  hitherto  prevailed  in  the  reception  of  patients,  there  is  not  the 
least  foundation  in  fact  for  the  impression  that  public  patients  have 
been  rejected  in  order  to  accommodate  those  supported  by  their 
friends,  as  all  patients  for  whom  accommodation  has  been  sought 
have  been  admitted.  No  motives  could  therefore  exist  for  this  sup 
posed  discrimination  against  a  particular  class  except  such  as  are 
imaginary. 

As  is  well  known  to  you  from  your  official  visits  to  the  hospital 
the  building  operations  have  been  carried  forward  quite  as  expedi¬ 
tiously  as  the  appropriation  made  last  winter  has  been  available. 
The  slate  roof  is  now  being  put  on  and  before  the  coming  cold  season 
shall  arrest  outside  work  the  building  will  be  enclosed,  and  the 
preparation  for  the  plasterer  can  be  completed  before  spring.  The 
Georgia  yellow  pine  boards  for  flooring,  and  most  of  the  lumber  re- 
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quired  for  doors  and  other  inside  finish  have  been  on  the  ground  for 
nearly  a  year,  stuck  up  for  seasoning. 

With  a  few  trifling  exceptions  all  the  laber  and  materials  thus  far 
employed  and  purchased  for  the  building  have  been  paid  for  strictly 
in  cash,  the  monthly  instalment  of  the  appropriation,  obtained  from 
the  State  Treasury  having  permitted  this  advantageous  procedure. 
From  all  parties  to  whom  money  has  been  paid,  which  is  done  on 
the  approval  of  your  Local  Committee,  whether  laborers,  mechanics, 
contractors  or  trades  people,  duplicate  receipts  are  taken.  The 
“originals”  of  these  vouchers,  accounting  for  each  instalment  of  the 
public  funds  paid  into  your  treasury,  are  filed  in  the  Auditor  Gen¬ 
eral’s  office  through  the  State  Treasurer,  before  a  new  remittance  is 
received  from  the  latter.  The  “duplicates”  are  kept  in 'the  fireproof 
safe  of  the  hospital.  These  vouchers  are  accessible  both  at  the  State 
Capitol  and  here  to  any  one  that  may  be  interested,  and  from  them 
accurate  and  detailed  information  as  to  every  item  of  expenditure 
made  on  account  of  the  building  may  be  obtained. 

Besides  the  accommodations  for  male  patients  now  being  put  un¬ 
der  roof,  and  which  have  already  been  referred  to  above  as  capable 
of  receiving  when  finished  two  hundred  and  fifty  inmates  consisting 
of  a  building  partly  three  story  and  partly  four  story,  three  hundred 
and  eighty-three  ft.  long  in  a  straight  line  and  eleven  hundred  and 
twenty-six  feet  in  girth ;  two  indispensible  outbuildings  have  also 
been  erected  and  are  nearly  completed.  One  of  those  464  ft.  by  35 
is  a  stable  and  carriage  house,  with  a  second  story  for  hay  and  straw, 
and  basement  under  half  for  manure.  The  other  is  a  building  of 
60x49,  with  a  cellar  for  storage  of  roots  and  other  vegetables  and  a 
main  story  for  gardener’s  tools,  seed  room,  threshing  floor  and  gen 
eral  work  room.  Both  these  buildings  are  of  stone  pointed  in  ce¬ 
ment,  roofed  with  best  Peach  Bottom  slate,  laid  on  roofing  felt  over 
pine  sheeting. 

Back  of  the  rear  centre,  between  that  and  the  eno-ine  house,  and 
around  the  latter,  most  of  the  necessary  grading,  road-making,  pav¬ 
ing  and  sodding  have  been  done  during  the  past  summer.  The  follow¬ 
ing  may  be  mentioned  as  the  chief  items  of  this  work  so  far  accom¬ 
plished;  1450  square  yards  of  Telford  Road,  745  yards  of  3  and  4 
inch  stone  curb,  155  yards  of  heavy  flagging,  455  yards  of  brick 
pavement  and  130  ft.  of  heavy  culvert.  It  was  the  aim  to  do  this 
in  the  most  durable  manner  as  not  only  the  most  satisfactory  but 
the  most  economical. 


A  glance  into  the  future  of  the  hospital  makes  it  apparent  that 
much  still  remains  to  be  clone,  and  that  it  should  be  done  without 
any  unnecessary  delay.  The  sections  of  the  south  wing  correspond¬ 
ing  on  the  female  side,  to  what  is  being  built  this  summer  on  the 
male  side  are  yet  to  be  erected.  Among  the  reasons  why  this  should 
be  done  at  once  may  be  mentioned, 

First.  That  the  room  will  be  required  as  early  as  it  can  be  pro¬ 
vided.  The  number  of  female  patients  in  the  house  now  is  larger  by 
sixteen  than  it  was  twelve  months  ago.  not  counting  those  received 
by  transfer  from  Harrisburg.  One  year’s  increase  at  the  same  rate 
will  fill  the  wards.  The  increase  during  the  additional  time  abso¬ 
lutely  required  to  provide  the  room  will  make  such  an  amount  of 
crowding  necessary  as  is  neither  just  to  the  patients,  to  those  who 
support  them  nor  to  the  hospital. 

Second.  With  only  four  divisions  and  these  crowded  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  getting  any  good  from  classification  must  be  very  small. 

Third.  No  airing  courts  or  yards  can  be  constructed  while  build¬ 
ing  materials  are  all  around  and  teaming  is  required  in  every  direc¬ 
tion.  Is  it  right  that  patients  should  be  deprived  of  such  benefits 
any  longer  than  must  be  1 

Fourth.  The  hospital  holds  a  lease  of  the  quarry  from  which  the 
building  stone  must  be  obtained  for  two  years  longer.  Unless  the 
buildings  yet  required  are  erected  in  that  time,  the  lease  must  either 
be  renewed,  or  the  stone  obtained  at  the  disadvantage  of  a  higher 
price,  or  an  inferior  quality,  more  likely  both.  The  renewal  of  the 
lease  would  continue  on  the  officers  of  the  hospital  the  responsibility 
and  care  of  running  the  quarry  some  years  longer.  This  might  be 
“winked  at”  if  really  unavoidable,  but  otherwise  it  is  only  to  be  con¬ 
demned  that  their  time  so  fully  occupied  with  higher  cares,  should 
be  claimed  by  matters  so  foreign  to  their  proper  work. 

The  farm  buildings  are  located  almost  directly  in  front  of  the 
hospital  and  not  at  all  far  from  it,  and  they  must  be  some  day  re¬ 
moved.  The  roof  of  the  barn  needs  extensive  repairs  if  not  entire 
renewal ;  the  faim  house  has  been  for  a  few  years  barely  inhabitable, 
and  is  beyond  restoration.  The  only  remedy  for  tills  complicated 
evil  is  the  early  removal  of  the  farm  yard  and  buildings  to  a  new 
place. 

The  final  want  in  the  way  of  buildings  is  a  dwelling  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  some  one  of  the  employes  of  the  hospital,  located  at  the 
main  entrance  gate  to  the  grounds,  to  serve  the  additional  purposes 


of  a  porter  s  lodge  and  ticket  office  on  the  Bloomsburg  division  of 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail  Road. 

Without  the  improvements  here  indicated  the  hospital  as  an  estab¬ 
lishment  can  never  be  complete,  and  the  question  properly  arises 
why  be  any  longer  deprived  of  their  benefits  when  at  the  present 
time  probably  they  may  be  made  more  economically  than  at  any 
time  in  the  future  ?

In  addition  to  tlie  methods  of  doing  good  to  our  fellow  men  here 
illustrated  in  a  field  where  there  is  abundant  room  for  more  laborers 
to  gather  a  great  harvest,  there  are  others  which  I  would  rejoice  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  indicating  to  such  as  may  wish  to  know. 

As  a  class  the  employes  of  the  hospital  have  during  the  past  year 
been  quite  as  faithful  as  those  found  in  other  avocations  of  life.

To  the  many  who  have 
faithfully  tried  to  do  their  duty,  not  with  eye  service  as  men  pleasers, 
'but  able  to  realize  with  a  kindly  sympathy  the  sad  lot  of  those  whose 
sufferings  they  were  employed  to  assist  in  alleviating,  though  re¬ 
motely  or  indirectly,  I  desire  sincerely  to  give  my  thanks. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  entered  on  his  duties  as  assistant  late  in  Febru¬ 
ary  and  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  person  of  an  excellent  moral  and 
professional  character,  with  much  of  that  tact  and  capacity  for  work 
without  either  of  which  an  hospital  officer  would  hardly  find  his 
place  either  congenial  to  himself  or  useful  to  others. 

As  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  your  Board  I  have  appointed  a 
second  assistant,  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Clarence  F.  Frey. 

Mr.  Eyer  and  Miss  Smyth  retain  their  places,  and  have  filled  them 
as  faithfully  and  efficiently  as  during  the  period  covered  by  my  last 
report. 

I  wish  here  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  sympathy  and 
aid  which  as  a  Board  and  individuals  you  have  always  extended  to 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

RULES 

TO  BE  OBSERVED  IN  BRINGING  PATIENTS  TO  THE  HOSPITAL. 


1.  Before  the  admission  of  a  patient ,  unless  when  sent  by  an  order 
of  Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  two 
physicians  as  to  his  disunity ,  sworn  to  and  certified  as  required  by  laic. 
See  page  44. 

In  the  case  of  a  private  patient,  or  one  supported  by  his  relatives 
or  friends,  or  guardian,  or  charitable  organization,  or  committee,  a  re¬ 
quest  by  a  near  relative,  or  friend,  or  guardian,  that  he  may  be  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  institution  shall  also  be  furnished  the  Superintendent; 


also  a  bond  with  a  satisfactory  security  for  the  payment  of  board 
and  other  necessary  exjienses  while  in  the  hospital,  as  well  as  his 
removal  when  required  by  the  Trustees  or  Superintendent.  A  pa¬ 
tient  thus  received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks  board  in 
advance,  at  the  time  of  admission,  and  if  removed  before  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  thirteen  weeks  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintend¬ 
ent,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

Authorities  having  charge  of  the  Poor,  bringing  a  patient,  will  be 
required  to  give  a  bond  for  the  payment  of  board  and  all  necessary 
expenses,  and  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  requested  by  the 
Superintendent.  They  shall  also  pay  thirteen  weeks  board,  in  ad¬ 
vance,  at  the  time  of  admission. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital,  by  the  order  of 
any  Court,  or  Directors  of  the  Poor,  the  order,  or  warrant,  or  copy 
thereof  by  which  such  a  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Superintendent. 

3.  Every  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Every  patient  shall  be  provided  with  such  an  amount  and 
quality  of  clothing  as  will  admit  of  frequent  changes,  and  make  him 
perfectly  comfortable. 

5.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient, 
and  if  possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  ac¬ 
company  him  to  the  Hospital ;  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essen¬ 
tial  particulars  may  be  learned, 

6.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attend¬ 
ance,  for  all  who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  three  dollars 
per  week.  For  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves 
or  their  friends,  the  price  varies  from  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to 
five  dollars  or  more,  per  week  ;  according  -to  the  trouble  and  expense 
incurred  and  their  ability  to  pay.  Those  able  to  do  so  are  expected 
to  pay  at  least  the  expense  of  the  support  of  the  patient,  which  is 
considerably  above  the  lowest  rate. 

i .  All  payments  are  to  be  quarterly,  in  advance,  with  interest 
added  for  the  time  over-due. 

8.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not  suspended 
in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a  patient  to  the 
Hospital,  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  disguising  from  him 
the  fact  that  his  physician  and  friends  consider  him  side  and  that  it 
is  proposed  to  take  him  to  an  Hospital ,  where  his  chances  of  being 
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cured  are  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be 
taken  home  again  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of 
the  deception  does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness 
of  the  person  against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force,  if  necessary, 
and  let  there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing ;  but 
deception,  never. 

Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Institution  every  week  day,  from  10 
to  12  A.  M.  and  from  2  to  4  P.  M.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  of  the  occupied  wards,  without  express  permission  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  amount  of 
visiting  is  permitted  that  shall  prove  inj  urious  to  the  patients.
